Antiquorum, the world's leading auction house specializing in horology, is proud to be celebrating its 35th anniversary in 2009. 

Antiquorum has carved its own unparalleled niche in the auction world by cultivating a thriving collector's market for timepieces 
worldwide. Established in Geneva in 1974, with the addition of its New York affiliate Antiquorum USA in 1994, the company 
has continually realized the most impressive world records for sales of watches, wristwatches, clocks, marine chronometers, and 
regulators at auction. 

Antiquorum constantly obtains the highest prices for timepieces. An impressive 44 of the 62 watches sold publicly by a major 
auction house for over SFr. 1 ,000,000 were sold by Antiquorum. In 2002, Antiquorum set the all-time world record for a wristwatch 
at auction, selling a unique 1939 platinum Patek Philippe World Time Ref. 1 415 for US$ 4,026,524 (SFr. 6,603,500) - more than 
double the previous world record. 

A perpetually innovative source for collectors, in the early 1980s Antiquorum pioneered the sale of wristwatches at auction, 
creating a new and exciting market. Next came the thematic auction devoted to a single subject, the first of which was the Art of 
Patek Philippe held in 1989, the 150th anniversary year of that prestigious watchmaking firm. Antiquorum regularly offers thematic 
sales at which enthusiasts may enrich their collections and, through Anti quorum's authoritative and informative catalogues, acquire 
invaluable knowledge on each specific subject. 

In 2005, the historic thematic auction "The Quarter Millennium of Vacheron Constantin" achieved a total of US$ 15,110,000 
[SFr. 18,123,069). A record for Vacheron Constantin, this was also the second best result, after Patek Philippe, for a single-brand 
sale. Among the world records: the "Tour de Tile", at US$ 1,564,000 [SFr. 1,876,250), set a world record for a contemporary 
wristwatch and the "King Fouad I", at US$ 2,755,000 [SFr. 3,306,250], achieved the highest price ever paid for a Vacheron 
Constantin watch. 

In 2006, the M on dan i Collection of 309 Ro I ex Wristwatches realized the astounding total of SFr. 1 1,037,278. Several world records 

were set, most significantly by Ref. 411 3, a fly-back chronograph that sold for SFr. 738,500, the highest price ever attained by a 

Rolex watch. 

The total for the Omegamania auction in April 2007 was SFr. 6,536,911 [US$ 5,540,000), three times the overall estimate. Numerous 

world records were achieved, including the highest price for an Omega watch at auction, for the 1958 "Platinum Constellation 

Grand Luxe", which sold for SFr. 41 3,700 [US$ 351 ,000]. 

In 200&, Antiquorum obtained the impressive total of 8,51 5,260 USD for its' Rolex thematic sale," Revolution :The Evolution of 

Rolex Sport Watch". A total of nine world records were reached including a remarkable price of $ 248,800 that was achieved for 

the Comex Sea-Dweller. 

Additionally, in October 2008, a world record was obtained for a Long'ines wristwatch that belonged to Einstein; it sold for an 

astounding $ 596,000. Also, a world record price was established by the "Royal Presentation Mirror-Image Pair" of pocket watches 

in the November 2008 auction, selling for an impressive total of CHF 2,608,000, approximately $ 2,253,449. Most recently, a world 

record price was achieved in March 2009 for Mahatma Gandhi's Zenith pocket watch (accompanied by his glasses, sandals, bowl 

and thali) selling for $ 2,096,000. 

Resolutely avant-garde, Antiquorum was the first auction house to offer full online service at www.antiquorum.com. There, clients 
may place absentee bids or register to bid in real time during the auction. The site also offers access to auction catalogues 
(complete with images and condition reports), sales results, a watch database, and biographies of its experts, as well as information 
on books published by Antiquorum Editions, and Antiquorum's activities worldwide.

Charles Oudin 

Born in Clermont in 1772. He was a pupil of Breguet and one of his best foremen. He devised a way of fitting equation of time to 
souscription watches. Oudin was in business on his own in the Galerie de Pierre, Palais Royal, from circa 1804 to 1825, and was then 
succeeded by his son, who transferred the firm to Galerie Montpensier, 1830-1840, and subsequently took Detouche into partner- 
ship. A. Charpentier was the successor to Oudin Fils, using the signature: Charles Oudin a Paris, Horloger de L.L M.M., I'Empereur 
et I'lmperatrice de Russie. To accompany the display at the 1862 Exhibition in London, Oudin-Charpentier produced a book entitled: 
"Catalogue of Chief Exhibits by Oudin-Charpentier, principal clockmaker to their Majesties The Oueen and King of Spain and to the 
Imperial Navy". Oudin-Charpentier was made official watchmaker of the French Navy: a mosaic which still exists today, at No. 52 Place 
du Palais Royal, bears witness to his title "Horloger de la Marine Nationale". Considering the quality of his work, it is surprising that 
so little is recorded about his life. The Oudin Company perpetuated the Breguet tradition.

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Pierre Jaquet-Droz (1721-1790) 

Born on July 28, 1721 in La Chaux-de 
Fonds, he was the son of a farmer 
who was an occasional clockmaker 
as well. He studied humanities 
and philosophy in Basel from 
1738 to 1739 and then became 
interested in horology On Octo- 
ber 25, 1750, Pierre Jaquet- 
Droz married Marianne Sandoz, 
the daughter of Civil Lieutenant 
AbrahamLouis Sandoz. At the 
age of thirty-four, Pierre Jaquet- 
Droz was left a widower. He never 
remarried. In 1758, Jaquet-Droz- 
made the long and difficult journey 
to Spain, to present his works to King 
Ferdinand VI. When he returned, the 
sum he brought back enabled him to 
devote himself to the making of the famous 
Jaquet-Droz automata, the writer, draughtsman, 
and musician, and to found the successful Jaquet- 
Droz firm, in London and Geneva, which made extraordinary 
mechanical and musical pieces. Pierre Jaquet-Droz died in Biel 
in 1790. 

Henri-Louis Jaquet-Droz (1752-1791) 

Was the second child of Pierre Jaquet-Droz and his wife Marianne. 
His father sent him to Nancy when he was young to study music, 
science, mathematics, physics and drawing. Upon his return from 




Nancy in 1769, Henry-Louis took his 
place in his father's workshop, along- 
side Jean-Frederic Leschot (1746- 
1824), a neighbor child who had 
come to live and work with Pierre 
around 1 756. This was the begin- 
ning of a close and fruitful part- 
nership between the threemen. 
When Pierre Jaquet-Droz grew 
old, the firm was taken over by 
his son Henry-Louis and Jean- 
Frederic Leschot, and was called 
Jaquet- Droz & Leschot. Henri 
Maillardet was the director of 
the London branch of the Jaquet- 
Droz firm that was opened in 1783, 
although Henri-Louis traveled often 
to London to look after business. The 
Jaquet Droz company moved to Geneva, 
center of the "Fabrique", in 1784. Upon his 
father's retirement from the family firm, Henry- 
Louis naturally replaced him, traveling to London to 
look after business. He also maintained an active interest in the 
Societe des Arts. Henry-Louis' health was poor, however, and he 
died in Naples in November 1791, at the early age of 41. Subse- 
quently, Jean Frederic Leschot took over the firm.

Sea Dwellers 

The ref. 1665 sea dwellers were delivered to COMEX from 1977 through 1982. Approxi- 
mately 300 watches of model reference 1665 with Helium Gas Escape Valve were deliv- 
ered to COMEX in 3 separate batches during this period. The first batch of 100 watches 
was delivered around 1977. These featured 600m COMEX logo dials (Often referred to 
by CoJ/ectors as the 'PISANI' dial) and case backs with the same type of engraving as the 
Double Red Sea Dweller. The second and third batches of 100 watches each were deliv- 
ered to COMEX in 1980 and 1982 respectively. The majority of these watches still had 
the 600m COMEX logo dial (some of the later third batch with case backs 325x onwards 
may have had 610m dials), but the style of the case back engravings had changed from 
the first batch. There are several differences between the original COMEX Ref. 1665 dials 
and that of the retail version, on the COMEX dial: 1- the COMEX logo is present above 
the depth rating; 2- the depth rating is 2000ft- 600m; 3- the word 'DATE' is missing next 
to the 'OYSTER PERPETUAL'; 4- the hour markers are closer to the minute track line; 
5- The bottom of the Rolex coronet is flat with the V directly under it; 6- the 'C from the 
word 'CHRONOMETER' lines up with the 'C from the word 'CERTIFIED'. The present 
watch has retained its original COMEX dial. The 1665 are regarded as the true COMEX 
watches, as they do not feature the Rolex model name on the dial.

Worked for COMEX in the 1980 's as a professional diver in the North Sea. Before he 
joined COMEX he worked for the Northern Divers (Maritime) LTD, where he became 
the first English diver to carry out a total saturation diving in the North Sea and where 
he set a record of 29 days of total saturation followed by a further record of 32 days. 
That record stood for many years and still remains one of the longest times.

Two generations of designers and casemakers. The firm was founded by Ferdinand Verger in 1872, Place des Victoires a Paris. Verger 
had two sons, Georges and Henri. In 1896 the trade mark "F.V" was registered. Ferdinand Verger bought the firm ofLepine, Place des 
Victoires, from Roux in 1901, and in 1914 he sold the remaining stock to Louis Leroy but kept the trademark, which he registered again 
in 1917. Successors of their father in 191 1, Georges and Henri settled at 51 rue Sainte Anne under the name of Verger Freres. They 
were the Paris agent for Vacheron & Constantin. Not only wholesalers but also designers and casemakers, they produced cases for 
the finest jewelers of the world, including Boucheron, Mauboussin, Ostertag, Tiffany, La Cloche, Cartier, Van Cleef & Arpels, Gubelin 
and even Hauser-Zivy y Cia. in Mexico. They employed up to 40 craftsmen in Paris, not only jewelers, to produce cases and to fit the 
movements, but also watchmakers for adjusting and after-sale service of the movements. Some of their models are very original, such 
as the so-called "Bras en fair", made with a figure of the Buddha, a snake charmer or a Mandarin; the famous "radiateur", often sold 
as a purse clasp; the "montres a volets" produced for Ostertag, Van Cleef & Arpels, Boucheron, Mauboussin, Gubelin and Tiffany; 
and the celebrated "Montre Cadenas" specially designed for Van Cleef & Arpels.

Audemars Piguet 

Founded in 1875 by Jules Audemars and Edward Piguet, aged 24 and 22 respectively, under the name "Audemars Piguet, Manufacture 
d'Horlogerie ". Jules Audemars was born in te Brassus in 1851, where he trained under master watchmakers of the area. After his appren- 
ticeship, Jutes Audemars began work as a "repasseur" until 1874, then settled in Gimel and opened a small business. He did not obtain 
the success he had hoped, probably due to the recession which was then beginning, and eighteen months later he returned to Le Brassus, 
looking for a new situation more in keeping with his exceptional watchmaking skill. Edward Auguste Piguet, born two years after Jules 
Audemars, receded a similar education. He completed his training as a "repasseur" under Charles Capt. 

The two met in 1875 in ie Brassus. The Audemars Piguet company was officially founded in 1889. Nevertheless, a brand was registered 
at the "Office technique de ^Edition et de la Publicite N in Bern, on December, 6, 1882, for movements and watch cases. In the records, 
Audemars Piguet Si Cie is described as operating all year long and employing 10 male employees. In 1880, a branch was opened in 
Geneva. Gifted with exceptional technical abilities, Jules Audemars became the firm's technical manager. He patented several inven- 
tions in Switzerland and in the USA, and traveled extensively, particularly to America, where he was fascinated by the potential for trade. 
Edward Piguet was the f man cial sp ecialist of the firm. Th e two men managed 
the company together until 1 91 8 r when Jules Audemars died at the 
age of 67. Edward Piguet died the following year. Certain of their 
models became symbolic of the skill and technique of Aude- 
mars Piguet Their minute-repeating, perpetual calendar, split- 
seconds chronograph pocket watch was presented at the 
Paris Universal Exhibition in 1889. They opened stores in Paris, 
London, Berlin and New York, and made watches of different 
styles: French, English, German and American. They took part in 
several important exhibitions and fairs. 

Around 1915, the company began manufacturing wristwatches, while 
still contin uing the production of traditional and complicated pocket 
watches. They made many repeating watches. In 1920, after the death of 
the two founders, Audemars Piguet created the smallest minute-repeating 
watch, and, in 1911, the 1 Cf movement. Audemars Piguet products were sold in 
Le Brassus, Geneva, London, Paris, Berlin and New York. The manufacture worked 
in collaboration with important importers and retailers all over the world. Their clients 
included, among others: Dent and Frodsham in London, Tiffany in New York, Cartier and 
Breguet in Paris, Bulgari in Rome, and Durrstein in Glashutte and Dresden. After the New 
York Stock Exchange crash in 1929, Audemars Piguet, like other manufactures, lost a large 
part of their American clientele. While 1932 was the worst year in the firm's history, the firm 
remained in the hands of the Audemars Piguet families and their descendants. By 1933, 
the economic situation had greatly improved, and at the start of WWII, the major part 
of the Audemars Piguet production was destined for the USA. Later, in response 
to the strong interest in skeleton wristwatches and pocket watches, Audemars 
Piguet included these among their standard produc- 
tion. They remain so today, as do their famous 
complicated pocket watches invented 
over 100 years ago.

The reference 5513 became the first Rolex for many years to become an official British Military issue watch, when it was issued to the 
divers of the Royal Navy in 1965. The military requested certain modifications; in this case the modifications were so major as to almost 
be a new watch. First, they wanted a new dial featuring a large "T" in a circle under the center post. The high visibility hands were 
much larger and of a completely different shape. The hour hand was diamond-shaped, while the minute hand was much wider than on 
a conventional Submariner and the seconds had had a unique luminous diamond indicator at the tip. Even the case was different from 
a standard Submariner. On the military models the spring bars were replaced with solid steel bars welded into the spring bar holes. 
The case was then polished so the hole was hardly visible. The rear of the case was then engraved with all the military specifications 
and issue numbers which enabled the quartermaster to identify the watch.

Adele Le Roy was the daughter of Bazile-Charles Le Roy (1765-1839) who founded the Le Roy firm in the Palais Royal in 1785. 

Jean-Frangois Soiron (1756-1812) 

A miniaturist and painter on enamel who specialized in portraits and landscapes and often decorated watch cases, Soiron was appren- 
ticed to Jacques Teulon in Geneva from 1 768 to 1 773. He entered into partnership with David Frainet and Ftienne Fregent and from 
1788 to 1794 was a partner of Jean Alexandre Grand. He taught several apprentices, among them: Frangois Gerbel, in 1775; Groud, 
in 1778; J.-L. Fournier, in 1779; P.-A. Marguerot and Antoine Gillet, in 1783; Jean-Louis Henry, in 1784; Frangois Chappuis, in 1792; 
and finally L.A. Fabre, with whom he became associated - for just one year - in 1796. In 1799 he is known to have been a member 
of the Societe des Arts. He emigrated shortly afterward to Paris, where he established a business in 1800. At the Paris Salon of 1800 
he exhibited three portraits and a vase of flowers; he also exhibited in 1801. In 1804 several portraits by Soiron were exhibited in 
the Salon, and in 1806 he presented a portrait of Napoleon on horseback and one of Vivant Denon. In 1808 Soiron exhibited 
portraits of Napoleon and Josephine as well as several enamel paintings and, for the last time in 1810, portraits and enamel scenes. 
In 1802, Soiron worked for the Sevres porcelain factory. He died in Paris in 1812. 

Alexandre Ami Monnier

Bovet 

A watchmaking dynasty founded by Edouard, Frederic, Alphonse, Gustave, Charles-Henri, and Caroline Bovet, of Fleurier. In 1822, 
a Bovet partnership was founded for the Chinese watch trade in Canton. In 1840, Bovet Freres et Cie was established in Fleurier, 
and in 1864, the Bovet watch production was sold to Bovet's manufacturing inspectors in Fleurier, Jules Jequier and Ernest Bobillier, 
soon joined by Ami Leuba. In 1888, Bovet Freres was founded under the direction of Alexis Landry, who served his apprenticeship 
in Fritz Bovet's workshop in Fleurier, producing ebauches for Chinese watches and silver cases. Alexis Landry formed a partnership 
with Albert and Jean Bovet, specializing in complicated watches and chronographs. In 1901, the Bovet trademark was acquired by 
Cesar and Charles Leuba, sons of Ami Leuba. In 1918, Jacques Ullmann & Co. of La Chauxde- Fonds bought the Bovet brand from 
Leuba Brothers, and in 1 948, Favre-Leuba took over the company and acquired the first production plant. In 1 966 Favre-Leuba sold 
the Fleurier plant, and in 1989 Parmigiani acquired the Bovet name. A limited company registered as Bovet Fleurier S.A. was formed 
in 1 990, using the Bovet trademark. In 1 994, Roger Guye and a partner bought Bovet Fleurier S.A. and opened a branch in Geneva. 
Pascal Raffy became the majority shareholder and President in 2001.

What is a Tourbillon ? 

A Tourbillon is a regulating mechanism in which the escapement of a movement is housed within a revolving carriage. It was devel- 
oped in an effort to attain better precision. When a watch is in a vertical position, the force of gravity will speed the balance wheel 
as it moves in its downward (arc) direction and slow it as it moves upward, creating deviational errors of timekeeping. By placing the 
balance and escapement in a carriage that revolves 360° per minute, these errors become averaged and the timekeeping becomes 
constant and consequently adjustable. Created by Abraham Louis Breguet in 1 795, the tourbillon is considered a difficult and complex 
achievement by any watch manufacturer.

The Ref. 6239 was produced from 1961 to 1 976. The first examples with exotic dial, the so-called 'Paul Newman', came on the market 
in the fate 60s. They were produced in 1 8K yellow gold, 14K yellow gold and stainless steel. Since the ref. 6239 has round non-screwed 
down push buttons, some collectors consider it a 'Non-Oyster 1 model. The famous 'Daytona' inscription was introduced circa 1964. 
In the very early models the bezel was graduated to 300 units/hour and in the later version it was graduated to 200. Reference 6239 
was replaced by ref. 6263. It is said that Paul Newman wore a ref. 6239 'Daytona' and did so since 1972. The watch was given to him 
by his wife, Joanne Woodward, when he took up automobile racing.

Poingons de Geneve 

The voluntary quality control of watches at the Geneva Observatory, was established by a law dated November 6, 1886. Conditions 
were laid down for the attribution and stamping of the Poincons de Geneve, punch-marks designed as the coat-of-arms of Geneva. 
Pocket watches, or wristwatches which carry the Poingons de Geneve, considered as an equivalent to a Bulletin Officiel de Marche, 
punched on a bridge and on the main plate of the movement, were qualified to be officially termed "chronometers". 




What is a Minute Repeater? 

A minute repeating watch tells the time both visually and audibly. A slide on the side of the case, usually near the 9, will activate two 
hammers in the movement. These hammers strike two gongs curled within the case. First one hammer strikes a gong of lower tonality; 
it will count out the hours. Then both hammers will strike both gongs alternatively to count out the quarter hours after that hour, and 
then the second hammer alone striking a gong of higher tonality will count out the minutes after that quarter hour. The repeating 
mechanism was developed by Daniel Quare. In 1687, he had patented a mechanism that sounded the hours and the quarter hours. 
The early repeaters used bells. At the end of the 18th century, two bent-wire gongs became the more popular mechanism. In 1892, 
the first minute repeater wristwatch was produced by Omega, a model with a round-shaped case.

2.3 Those persons who wish to bid at the auction must make themselves known before the sale to Antiquorum They will be given an 
identifiable bidding number. Those persons who wish to bid over the phone must make themselves known at least two working days prior 
to the day of the auction. Those persons who are not known to Antiquorum may be asked to provide financial security for their bids at least 
two working days before the sale. The auctioneer has the right to refuse to adjudicate any lot to an unidentified person or to someone who 
he knows to be a bad debtor, this in the interests of the vendor. 

* 3. The auction 

3.1 Prerogatives of Antiquorum: Antiquorum may withdraw, group differently, divide or refuse to knockdown any lot of this sale. Antiquorum 
reserves the right to refuse any bid orders and/or to refuse admittance to the auction room, at its sole discretion. Antiquorum cannot be held 
responsible for any physical accident that may occur on the premises of the auction. 

3.2 Bidders representatives and auction agents: Any person bidding for the account of a third party is fully liable for any obligation assumed 
by such person arising from this auction. This responsibility is notably applicable to the verification of the condition and to the payment of 
lots purchased. 

3.3 Adjudication: Each lot is sold on behalf of the respective owner to the highest bidder. In addition to the sale price, the buyer pays a 
commission of 20% up to the first HK$ 7,000,000 and 12% for all amounts in excess of HK$ 7,000.001 . 

On the fall of the gavel, liability for the knocked-down lot (or lots) passes to the bidder whose bid has been accepted. The lots are delivered 
to the buyer when the sale price and the commission are paid in full. 

3.4 Payment: in the case of buyers attending in person, sale price plus commission are due for immediate payment in HK$ against delivery 
of the lots. At the discretion of Antiquorum, payment in foreign currencies may be accepted. The exchange rate applied is that of the day 
of payment as determined by Antiquorum. Mail bidders who are successful and buyers attending the auction in person with whom it has 
been expressly agreed that they may pay after the sale, are due to pay the sale price and the commission on receipt of the auction invoice. 






In these cases, Antiquorum keeps the adjudicated Iota, which are delivered to the buyers on full settlement of their account. Delivery of the 
purchased lute by post or any other means if instructed by the buyer, including cost of normal transit insurance cover, is at the expense of 
the buyer. 

3.5 Late payment if payment is not received by Antiquorum within 30 days of the auction, the buyer forfeits all his rights and Antiquorum 
may accordingly take all appropriate steps to protect its interests and/or those of the Vendor, including claiming damages and interest. 
Antiquorum may also renounce on the execution of the sale, daim damages and interest and also, to protect its interests, consider itself no 
longer bound by the conditions of the contract In every case Ant quorum will charge interest of 1 .5% per month on all amounts unpaid, all 
damages being in addition and due by the late payer. 

The buyer who has delayed payment beyond 30 days accepts -that Antiquorum may place the unpaid lots for auction or private sale. 
The buyer must also pay to Anti quorum the difference between the price he was originally due to pay and that obtained when the lot(s) is 
fare] resold. AJ I damages and interest of 1.5% per month in addition are included until final settlement. In the case of delayed payment or of 
the buyer obtaining special creditfad lities, Antiquorum is not responsible for the purchased lots, expressly any disappearances, changes or 
damage caused or incurred. 

3.6 Pledge: Until full settlement of the account, the buyer grants to Antiquorum a pledge on any and all properties held by Antiquorum 
acquired prior to, during and/or after this auction. This pi edge secures the repayment of any amount due in principal, interest, commissions, 
costs and all other fees. Antiquorum is entitled, but not obliged, to realize freely pledged assets without further formalities and without 
previous notice if the buyer is in default in the payment of his debt or in "the fulf'lment of any other obligation hereunder. In any event, 
Antiquorum will be entitled to realise its pledge on a private treaty basis. For this purpose, Antiquorum is not bound to comply with the 
formalities of the Federal Law dealing with actions for debt and bankruptcy proceedings; in addition, Antiquorum may choose to institute 
or proceed with tiie usual proceedings without having beforehand sold the pi edged goods and without having moreover given up its rights 
to them. 

* 4. Guarantee 

Antiquorum guarantees for a period of S years against intentional fakes which have not been mentioned as such in the catalogue 
description. Intentional fakes means imitations made specially to deceive in respect to the author or maker of the object, the period or the 
material used. The buyer must give notice to Antiquorum of the existence of such imitation by registered letter within 7 days following the 
discovery of same or risk losing all rights to the cancellation of the sale. 

The buyer must return the object in question to Anti quorum immediately in the same state in which it was purchased and allow that an impar- 
tial expertise be made. If it is found to be a fake, Anti quo rum will cancel the sale and refund to the buyer the amounts he has paid, excluding 
any amounts in respect of any other claim. 

The buyer has no right to cancellation of the sale if any one of the following conditions exists: 
a) The catalogue description of the time corresponded to the generally held opinion of specialists or experts in the relevant field.

In adcition, with the Experts'Overall Opinion, clients will 
benefit from the advice of Antiquorum J s experts as each lot is given a grade based on its overall appreciation. 

Although every effort has been made to remain objective, clients are nonetheless advised that any grading or condition report will, of 

necessity, be subjective. 

Clients are reminded that all statements made in the AntiquorumQrading System, in the Experts'OverallOpinion or in any other condition 
report for any I ot, are provided for i nformation only an d shoul d n ot be considered as a guarantee of any sort. 

Such information is given as an opinion for which Antiquorumcannot be held responsible. Furthermore, Antiquorumcannot be held 
responsible for any misrepresentations or incomplete information regarding the condition of any lot. 

GRADING SYSTEM GUIDE 

The lots described in this catalogue have been carefully examined and valued by Antiquorum's experts and watchmakers, taking into 
consideration the aesthetical, historical and technical interest, age and rarily, as well as the technology available at the time of production 
of each timepiece. 

For such judgment to be as objective as possible, it must rest on a number of criteria, particularly with regards to the age of a lot. Indeed, a 
wristwatch of less than 50 years old cannot be judged with the same criteria as a Renaissance watch. This is the reason why some of the 
gradings will only qualify for certain types of watches and will n&v&r be used for others. 

For example, if, as a general rule, watches can be attributed gradings from 1 to 4- for the case, the dial and the movement, watches of less 
than 1QQ years old can be given grading 1 [as new), 3 [in very good condition), or 4 [in good condition). The latter, (grading 4), will be 
followed by one or more grading numbers to justify why the lot cannot be considered "in very good condition". On the other hand, watches 
over 100 years old, of similar condition, would indeed be considered as "very good" because of their age and would therefore qualify for 
grading 3. Needless to say, watches over 100 years old, even in the best state of conservation for their age, are unlikely to ever be considered 
"as new" and would therefore never be eligible for grading 1; for this reason, we have introduced grading 2 (in perfect condition). 

At the end of each lot description, before the estimate, you will find a condition report box, with letters and numbers, divided into 3 sections: 
these are the grades given to the lot with reference to the condition of its case, its dial and hands, and its movement. 

To understand the grades shown in the condition report box, consult the AntiquorumGrading Systemas follows: 

C for the case, followed by one or more numbers = condition of case 

D for the dial (& hands), followed by one or more numbers = condition of dial & hands 

M for the movement, followed by one or more numbers = condition of movement 

Next to this condition report box, is an experts' grading box featuring one letter, from *\J to B, as an overall grade. This overall grade is the 
opinion of Antiquorum's experts, as a global appreciation of the lot, based on its general condition, quality, technical and historical interest, 
age and rarity.On this basis, itmust be understood that a very early timepiece, a prototype or a watch featuring a rare escapement, although 
it may be in a mediocre state of conservation, even re-cased or lacking its dial, can qualify for gradings AAA or even (*^J.
